entire territory of the; United Kingdom,

fields equal the extent of England, 
Scotland and Belgium; while the gram 
fields generally would overlap Spain. 
The cotton fields cover an area larger 
than Holland, and twice as large as 
Belgium. The rice fields, sugar and 
tobacco plantations, would also form 
kingdoms 
of no insignificant 
size.

Elliott's offense was a liaison with a 


mulatto woman who Jives in this place.

unfaithful and ex-

mained away. 


A few days afterwards the officers of

How the Pension Bills Qo Througl 


Congress. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—Of all the 


pension bills reported to the Senate dur- 
ing the present session, Mr. Sawyer has 
himself reported more than half. 
Sena- 


tor Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, chairman 
of the committee on pensions, has been 
absent through ill health, and the work 
of the committee has fallen Into the 
hands of Senator Sawyer. 
While Mr. 


Sawyer has reported favorably on so 
many hundreds of pension bills, he has 
repo'rted adversely upon a single one. 
Mr. Sawyer does the work of the whole 
committee. 


Generally speaking, the committee, as 


a whole, never undertakes the Investiga- 
tion of a pension claim. The bills are 
referred to individual members of the 
committee for investigation, and the com- 
mittee simply indorses the report of the 
investigating member. Mr. Sawyer, in 
his boundless sympathy with the old sol- 
diers ol the Republic and their heirs, has 
been eager to take the consideration ol 
the pension claims that come his way, 
and fellow-members of the committee 
have been perfectly willing that he should 
lie kept busy. Consequently the Senator 
has employed a staff of assistants to 
help him with the work. 


The Senate refers the 1)111 to the com- 


mittee on pensions, the committee refers 
them to Mr. Sawyer, and Mr. Sawyer 
distributes them among his assistants, 
whom lie generously pays out of his own 
pocket, to investigate and report. One 
of those assistants Mr. Sawyer Is alleged 
to be especially proud of. Ills qualifica- 
tions for mtikinc these investigations and' 
reports the Senator thinks are without 
equal. This highly qualified 
assistant 


was at one time a medical gentleman ot 
some promise in the West, and came into 
prominence as an expert in the case of 
Gnitean. 
On the adjudication of the 


Guite.au expert the pension bills referred 
to Mr. Sawyer by the committee arc fa- 
vorably reported to 
the Senate and 


rushed through without debate at the 
rate of three to five per minute.

GOING ABOUND DECATCB. 


The I., D & S. Company's New Kouio West 


—What Will Decatur Do About It • 


Years ago strenuous etlorts were made 


by tbe Indianapolis, Decatnr & Spring- 
field Railway Company, through Director 
John K Warreu and others, to secure 
the right of way up Cerro Oordo street 
for the western extension of the read, 
but all efforts failed, and various combi 
nations were resorted 10 by rival roads to 
keep the L, D. & S. down and reduce it 
to a non-produotive local line, going 
west no further than Deoatnr, except at 
heavy toll. The company has not been 
insensible to the fact that they must go 
farther west, and failing to get through 
Decatnr, they have decided to go a? ound 
ttecity, by dnergmgfrom Casiier Sta- 
tion, 9 miles east, going in a southeasterly 
course to Mt. Zion, thence to Elwm, on 
to Boody and Mt. Auburn, through a 
productive country to Springfield, thence 
on to Kansas Oity, the new route failing 
to strike the Sangamon river, thus obvi- 
ating the expense of building a $10,000 
bridge and maintaining the same. 


This afternoon the chief engineer, Mr. 


Edwin A. Hill, and his corps of assistants 
urrived from Indianapolis, and to-morrow 
they will start out in vehicles and com- 
mence surveying the new route 
It will 


cost about $8,000 a mile to build the road 
on the route contemplated. 
Mr. Hill 


will make his headquarters m Decatnr, 
and go out every moining in a vehicle to 
superintend the work. 


So far as known, there is no way of 


getting the I, D & S road through Da 
catur, except at heavy expense 
If they 


could get through that street, the entire 
length of Cerro Qordo street would be 
confiscated, and the strip of laud between 
the'street and the Wabash road would 
be given up as residence property. 
It 


would become valuable for factory and 
waiehouse use, as would also the land on 
the south side of Oerro Gordo street - 


Does Decatur want another railroad 


through the city' It is a question for 
the people to decide. 


Diverting the I, D. At 8. along the 


route proposed will out out Deoatur and 
help build up towns south of us, and at 
the same time Indianapolis and Spring- 
field will be benefitted to the great injury
